I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1953,  which  is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  contained  in  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular 
1/54  (Wales)  dated  12th  January,  1954. 

Staff. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  amongst  the  senior  officials 
in  1953. 

Mr.  D.  Pryce  George  who  was  a Student  Sanitary 
Inspector  receiving  instruction  under  Mr.  S.  G.  Gittins  left  in 
September,  1953  to  take  a full  time  course  for  Sanitary 
Inspector  at  Salford. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  births  in  1953 
compared  with  1952.  The  birth  rate  for  1953  was  11  T9  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  1 3*54  per  1,000  population 
in  1952.  It  is  lower  than  the  birth  rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales,  namely  15'5  per  1,000  population.  In 
the  County  as  a whole  the  birth  rate  was  16’06  per  1,000 
population.  There  was  1 still  birth  in  1953  compared  with 
none  in  1952.  This  is  3'8%  of  the  live  births  and  this 
compares  with  2'24%  for  England  and  Wales  and  2'2%  for  the 
county  of  Montgomery. 

There  was  1 illegitimate  birth,  being  3'7%  of  total  births. 
The  percentage  for  the  whole  of  the  County  was  61. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  no  deaths  occurring  in  infants  under  one  year 
of  age.  This  excellent  condition  has  now  persisted  in 
Llanidloes  over  the  last  four  years. 

The  infant  mortality  for  the  County  as  a whole  is 
30  per  1,000  live  births  and  in  England  and  Wales  26'8  per 
1,000  live  births. 

Deaths. 

There  were  34  deaths  in  the  Borough  giving  a rate  of 
14’64  per  1,000  population,  and  comparing  with  17'04  irt 
1952. 

For  the  whole  of  the  county  the  death  rate  was  12'40 
per  1,000  population,  and  for  England  and  Wales  the  death 
rate  was  11.4  per  1,000  pOptrlatiori. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  tuberculosis,  comparing 
unfavourably  with  1 in  1952. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47,  as 
amended  by  the  National  Assistance  Act*  1951. 

No  action  had  to  be  taken  under  this  Section  in  1953. 

There  are  several  old  people  living  in  the  borough,  but 
about  8 of  them  receive  assistance  from  the  Home  Help 
Service  in  providing  sbnie  chre  for  them  and  keeping  their 
homes  clean  and  tidy. 

Fortunately  when  it  has  proved  impossible  to  provide  this 
Home  Help  Service,  the  individual  concerned  has  voluntarily 
accepted  assistance  and  has  been  admitted  to  one  of  the 
Institutions  in  the  County  now  maintained  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Some  of  these  old  people  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Old  People’s  Homes,  the  local  One  being  at  Dbl-llys. 
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I must  express  my  warmest  thanks  to  Mr.  Gittinsfor  his 
loyalty  on  all  occasions  and  his  willingness  to  help  and  for  his 
efficient  handling  of  many  difficult  problems. 

The  Town  Clerk  has  always  been  available  to  advise  and 
assist  on  several  occasions  and  his  help  is  invaluable  and 
much  appreciated. 

The  County  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  J.  Ivor  Jones  has  always 
been  ready  to  give  support  whenever  consulted  and  his 
opinions  and  experience  are  of  great  assistance.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  — The  water  supply  has  been 
satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Bacteriological 
examinations  were  made  before  and  after  treatment  and  it 
was  found  that  although  the  water  was  unsatisfactory  before 
treatment  by  chlorine,  the  after  treatment  examinations 
proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory  with  no  trace  of  free  chlorine. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Drains  and  sewers  have 
been  working  satisfactorily,  and  the  sewerage  disposal  works 
received  regular  attention.  A scheme  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Council’s  consulting  engineers  for  improvement  to 
the  sewerage  disposal  works. 

Public  Cleansing. — The  weekly  collection  of  house 
refuse,  and  the  daily  cleansing  of  streets  has  been  satisfactory. 
Number  of  houses  and  premises  from  which  refuse  is 
collected  is  910. 


Shops  and  Stalls. — Regular  attention  was  given  to 
premises  where  food  is  prepared  and  sold,  and  there  was  little 
cause  for  complaint.  Number  of  inspections  made — 104.
